RESCUER CITED 
FOR HEROISM 


W. L. Osborne Is Credited 
With Saving Man's Life 
At Peril To His Own 


Eddie Wilcox, 48, is at Placerville}

cover, thanks to W. L. Osborne, of, 
Placerville, superintendent for the) 
California-Aztec Mining Company.) 

The medést mine superintendent! 
he only did what anyone, 
else might have done under similar| 
circumstances, but his action in| 
saving Mr. Wilcox’s life has attract-! 


ed the attention of civic leaders and) 
it seems probable he will be rec-| 


ommended for some form of recog- 
nition. 

Wilcox was cutting grass around 
the Kelsey mine last Friday when 
he came to the fence which sur- 
rounds the transformer installation) 
that serves the mine with electric-| 
ity. There was grass inside the 
fence, so Wilcox climbed over. 

The installation is on a hillside 
so steep that Wilcox lost his bal-| 
ance and fell backward, rolling 
against the electrical installation 
and coming to rest with his back 
against two 11,000 volt taps on the 
transformer bank. He struggled to 
free himself and was also burned 
on one arm. 

Osborne was in the near vicinity | 
and went to his rescue. 

He grabbed his leg to pull him 
free, and the electrical charge sent 
Osborne sprawling over against the 
fence. | 

Although many people would 
have concluded that it was time to 
call tor help, Mr. Osborne resumed 
his rescue attempt, and this time 
caught Mr. Wilcox by the cloth on 
the leg of his overalls, and pulled 
him free. 

Then, 


within a few feet of the 
electrical installation, Osborne be- | 
gan artificial respiration, but the 
sun was too hot there and so he 
dragged Wilcox from the sub-sta- 
tion enclosure to a point where 
respiration attempts could be re-_ 
sumed in the shade. 

“When Wilcox began to try to 
fight me off and to struggle, that’s 
what I had been working and wait- 
ing for,” Osborne told Roy G. 
Strum, P. G. & E. Company district | 
manager. ‘It must have been about 
an hour that I worked on him.” 

With the victim returned to con- 
sciousness, Osborne placed him in a 
car and brought him to Placerville 
to the Sanatorium. 

Checking up afterward, it was 
agreed that Wilcox was first in- 
jured about one o'clock, and it was 
about 2:20 o'clock when Mr. Os- 
borne delivered him at the hospital. 

He is reported to be resting eas- 
ily with every chance for recovery.

The wool pool had been sold on 
March 20th to the Stockton Wool) 
Company, at 46 5/8ths cents per! 
pound and on that date it was | 
agreed the wool would be delvered | 
and payment made on May 29th. | 

Subsequently, owing to seasonal| 
conditions, the date for deliverey,| 
weighing in and payment was) 
postponed until Monday of this} 
week. 

In addition to the 5,424 fleeces, 
which are expected to average 
about seven pounds apiece, the pool 
also has sold 1,084 mohair fleeces, 
most of which have been delivered. 

Roy Marks, chairman of the Sheep 
Department, was assisted by Farm 
Advisor Ivan Lilley in arranging for 
the pool.

AIR RAID WARNING SOUNDS 


(This has been approved by the 
Civilian Protection Division of 
the United States Office of 
Civilian Defense. 

1. In ANY air raid or black- 
out, take cover immediately. 

a. If you are away from home, 


GET OFF THE STREET. You 
are ten times safer in a build- 
ing than standing or walking 
on the street. If you are in a car, 
pull to the side of the road im- 
mediately. Do NOT double park. 
Keep clear of fire plugs. Get 
out of the car, bus or street car 
and take shelter. 


b. If you are at home, take 
immediate blackout precautions. 
Extinguish all lights. Have your 
fire protection equipment ready, 
Go to your blackout room, it 
should be the safest room in your 
home. Stay away from windows. 
Bomb explosions shatter glass 
for considerable distances. 


2. Don’t use the telephone. Re- 
member those persons who have 
been trained to protect you—the 
air raid wardens, fire watchers, 
auxiliary firemen, auxiliary po- 
lice, and many others, MUST 
be able to get really important 
messages through. Your person- 


al calls have got to wait until 
after the all clear signal. 

3. If you are caught in the 
open lie down on your stomach. 
You are twice as safe lying 
down as standing up. 

4. If incendiary bombs fall, 
play a fine spray of water on 
them. Put out the fires started 
by the incendiaries first, then 
devote your attention to the 
bomb. The coarse spray of wat- 
er burns the bomb up faster. 
A heavy jet, stream or bucket 
of water will make the bomb 
explode. If you have no way of 
treating the bomb with water, 
cover it with dry sand. Then 
with a blunt-nosed shovel scoop 
the bomb onto a pile of sand, 
dump the sand and bomb into 
a pail and take it outside. 

5. Remember, OBEY YOUR

ON TUESDAY 


Methods Of Preserving 
Fruits And Juices Will 
Be Demonstration Topic 


Homemakers of the county will 
be welcomed Tuesday at a day-long 
meeting at the lunch room at 
Placerville Grammar School during 
which Miss Claire Pauli, a home 
demonstration agent of the Univer- 
sity Extension Service, will conduct 
a food preservation institute. 

It is expected that the considera- 
tion of the day’s study may start 
about 10:30 o’clock. Each one at 
tending will plan her own lunch. 
The afternoon meeting will be 
called at one-thirty o’clock and the 
institute looks forward to adjourn- 
ment about three-thirty o’clock. 

“It is believed that the subjects 
to be considered under Miss Pauli’s 


,guidance may be of general inter- 


est to all homemakers,” said Farm 
Advisor Ivan Lilley. 

“During the morning there will be 
an exhibit and demonstration of 
home methods of drying vegetables! 
and fruits. This will be followed by| 
a demonstration and discussion of 
the canning and bottling of fruit 
juices and tomato juice, and a 
question and answer period will 
close the morning session. 

“In the afternoon, canning with 
a pressure cooker will be the first 
topic, and those who have pressure 
cookers and wish to have the valves 
tested may present the valves at 
this time. 

“Canning of fruits with little or 
no sugar and with other sweeten- 
ing agents is a topic which is of 
interest at this time and Miss Pauli 
will include a demonstration of this 
work in her program. 

“Freezing of fruits and vegetables 
is the final topic of the day, which, 
will close with another discussion 
period. 

“This meeting represents the ef- 
fort of the Extension Service to as-| 
sist homemakers in the solution of 
some of the problems which the war 
is presenting, and any person in-| 
terested is welcome to attend this) 
food preservation institute.” | 


SMOKING, FIREWORKS 
REGULATIONS SET 
FOR FOREST 


Headquarters of Eldorado Forest) 
reported during the week the reg- 
ulations governing smoking and dis- 
charge of fireworks on the forest, 
which are effective June 10th and 
until October 15th.

The discharge of fireworks on na- 
tional forest lands or the placing 
or throwing of a burning cigarette, 
cigar, match, pipe heel, firecracker 
ignited substance in any 


certain exceptions made in the case 
of fireworks. 

There is no ban against fireworks 
over the waters of Echo Lake, Lake | 
Tahoe, Wright’s Lake, Loca Lake, 
Twin Lakes, Kirkwood Lake or Sil- 
ver Lake.

SIGNALS 


Alcry—Six blasts of the siren, 
each of 30 seconds duration. 
(Blackout all lights on this 
signal). 

All Clear—One blast of the 
siren, cne minute duration. 

INSTRUCTIONS 

Owners of businesses and 
householders are responsible for 
extinguishing outside lights, or 
lights which can be seen from 
the outside, on or in their prop- 
erties. 

Outsde lights must be extin- 
guished and there must be no 
leakage of light from within. 

Motorists will park their cars 
so aS not to obstruct emergency 
traffic; park clear of fire hy- 
drants; extinguish car lights and 
seek shelter. 

Where no shelter is available, 
lie flat upon the ground. 

Rural communites will be 
advised of any blackout by tele- 
phone through the = sheriff’s 
office.

STAY INSIDE, KEEP WINDOWS 


CLOSED IN GAS ATTACK 


(This has been approved by the 
Medical Division of the United 
Statey Office of Civilian De- 
fense) 

1. Serious injury may result 
from exposure to liquid gas which 
may fall from airplanes. It is, 
therefore, imperative to remain 
indoors and keep the windows 
closed. 


2. War gases are heavier than 
air. If you are inside a building 
remain there, and, if possible, 
go upstairs. Do not complicate 
the military effort by leaving 
your house unless circumstances 
make it absolutely necessary. If 
you are outside and not able to 
immediately go indoors walk— 
do not run—get out of the gas 
area. Avoid puddles of liquid 
gas, basements, valleys and other 
low places. 

3. If the windows of your 
room are broken, go to another 
room, or get out of the building. 

4. If you have been exposed 
to a war gas— 

a. Breathe through cloths wet 
with baking soda solution. 

b. If you can go inside a 
building, do so, but first remove 
your outer clothing and leave it 
outside. 


c. Wash your hands and then 
your face with laundry soap and 
water. 

d. Wash your eyes at once 
with a large amount of a solu- 
tion of baking soda; one tea- 
spoon of baking soda in a glass 
of water. 

e. Take a bath using plenty of 
laundry soap. 

f. Wash your eyes again with 
baking soda solution. 

5. If splashes of liquid gas 
have gotten on you— 

a. Using small pieces of cloth, 
cleansing tissue or toilet paper, 
blot up as much of the liquid as 
you can, being careful not to 
spread it. 

b. Daub the contaminated 
area with cloths wet with Clorox, 
Purex. Sani-Clor, etc. 

c. Steps b, c. d, e, and f in 4 
above. 

6. Do not get excited. Lie down 
and cover yourself with a blan- 
ket. Your Air Raid Warden will 
summon medical aid.

RITES TUESDAY 


Services Will Be Held At 
Catholic Church, Burial 
Under Druid Auspices 


The funeral services for John B. 
| De Bernardi will be held Tuesday 
|morning at ten o’clock at St. Pat- 
'rick’s Catholic Church. 
| Interment will be at Union Cem- 
jetery under the auspices of Califor- 
|nia Grove No. 1, U.A.O.D., of which 
the deceased was a member. 

Mr. De Bernardi passed away on 
Friday evening at his home of in- 
firmities incident to advanced age. 

John Bernardo De Bernardi would 
have passed his ninety-fifth birth- 
day had he lived until June 24th. 
On that day, in 1847, half a year 
to the day before the discovery of 
gold at Coloma, he was born in 
Switzerland. 

As a young man, ‘he came to Cal- 
ifornia in 1864 and among his early 
|occupations was that of driving 
stage on the route between Sacra- 
‘mento, Placerville, and Virginia 
City. 

Subsequently he followed carpen- 
try and at one time owned and 
operated a planing mill in Placer- 
Ville. being for a period associated 
with the late Will Seely. 

Mr. De Bernardi was interested 
in civic and fraternal work in the 
community and at the time of his 
death he was said to be the oldest 
living member of the Druid order 
in the state. It was also said of 
him that he was a member of the 
first city board of trustees. 

He was active in local musical 
circles in his earlier life and was a 
member of the musical organization 
which attended and took part in 
the program at the dedication of 
the monument at Coloma over the 
grave of James W. Marshall, more 
than fifty years ago.
